New  GAS.  Constitution  Passed 


A  new  constitution  which  provides 
for  club  and  organization  representa¬ 
tion  on  the  General  Assembly  of  stu¬ 
dents  went  into  effect  on  Friday,  Oc¬ 
tober  17.  Representatives  from  all  ac¬ 
tive  organizations  have  been  meeting 
regularly  with  members  of  the  General 
Assembly  of  students  since  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  the  fall  semester  to  compile  a 
document  which  they  hope  will  be  both 


enduring  and  workable. 

Members  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  students  maintain  that  the  new  con¬ 
stitution  is  better  than  the  previous 
structure  because  it  draws  all  factions 
on  the  university  into  one  policy  form¬ 
ing  body.  As  a  result  the  new  Student's 
Government  will  have  more  impact  on 
issues  which  will  affect  the  University. 
Under  the  old  structure,  University  fac¬ 


tions  remained  separated  and  non¬ 
communicating. 

The  new  constitution  provides  for  at- 
large  representation  as  well  as  or¬ 
ganization  and  club  membership.  The 
constitution  states  in  paragraph  two  of 
Article  I,  "The  number  of  "at-large" 
positions  shall  exceed  the  number  of 
positions  occupied  by  recognized  or¬ 
ganizations  by  one  (1)."  An  at-large 


position  is  an  elected  office  and  any 
student  wishing  to  run  may  do  so. 
Under  the  new  constitution  thirty-three 
elected  offices  are  open  to  any  student 
enrolled  at  the  University.  The  Stu¬ 
dent's  Government  is  urging  any  stu¬ 
dent  who  wishes  to  run  for  an  elected 
office  to  pick  up  a  petition  form  at  the 
Office  of  the  Dean  of  Students.  Elec¬ 
tions  will  be  held  on  Thursday.  October 
30  and  Friday,  October  31.

13%  Increase 
In  Enrollment 

The  fact  that  there  are  more  students 
here  this  fall  is  obvious.  According  to 
Lon  Lawson,  Registrar,  there  are  13% 
more  students  now  than  the  1974  fall 
semester. 

The  total  this  semester  is  6,715  stu¬ 
dents  compared  to  last  year's  5.943. 

There  are  2,946  full  and  part  time 
freshmen,  1,072  sophomores,  629 
juniors,  and  312  seniors;  4,959  under¬ 
graduates  total  including  536  non¬ 
degree  students. 

This  increase  is  due  to  the  recession 
in  the  economy  said  John  Fruth,  Ad¬ 
missions  Director.  Fruth  also  stated 
that  there  is  no  way  to  tell  if  this  trend 
will  continue,  and  that  more  people  are 
coming  back  to  colleges  to  keep  the 
job  they  have  or  to  find  a  more  stable 
one. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  paradox, 
because  the  college  enrollment  in¬ 
creased  at  the  same  time  facts  were 
established  stating  that  college  was  no 
longer  as  important  as  it  was  ten  or  fif¬ 
teen  years  ago. 

Fruth  did  not  have  exact  figures  due 
to  a  policy  by  Purdue  in  not  making  the 
figures  “as  readily  available  as  it  was  a 
few  years  ago.”  The  information  is 
available,  but  ever  since  enrollment  at 
Indiana  Universities  declined  two  years 
ago.  the  information  has  not  been  as 
accessible. 

Purdue  also  has  an  estimated  stu¬ 
dent  enrollment  in  which  PUCC  makes 
its  plans  for  the  year.  Due  to  this  fall's 
increase,  Purdue  Lafayette  has  altered 
their  estimate  to  a  head  count  of  7,285 
for  the  fall  semester  '76. 

Fruth  explained  that  there  is  an  idea 
being  discussed  in  high  circles  dealing 
with  a  community  sharing  scheme  for 
students.  For  example,  some  courses 
available  at  Indiana  University 
Northwest  are  necessary  for  some  ma¬ 
jors  here  at  PUCC.  What  this  "bridge" 
would  do  would  let  the  Purdue  stu¬ 
dents  take  the  courses  at  I  UN  they 
needed,  and  transfer  the  credits  to 
PUCC. 

The  reason  for  this  Fruth  said,  would 
be  due  to  the  economy  and  the  lower 
revenue  for  state  owned  universities.

IDENTIFICATION 

INDIVIDUALS  SHOULD  BE  PREPARED  TO  PRESENT  IDENTIFICATION  UPON 
REQUEST  BY  CAMPUS  SECURITY  OFFICERS  OR  ANY  UNIVERSITY 
EMPLOYEE  IN  THE  COURSE  OF  HIS  DUTY.  Any  person  officially  connected  with 
the  University  as  an  employee  or  as  a  student  is  in  possession  of  some  sort  of  valid 
University  identification  such  as  a  current  ID  card  or  fee  receipt  issued  by  the 
Bursar.  ' 

SMOKING 

SMOKING  IN  CLASSROOMS,  LABORATORIES,  AND  REST  ROOMS  IS  NOT 
PERMITTED.  Smoking  is  permitted  only  in  those  areas  where  ash  receptacles  are 
provided.  Please  do  not  grind  out  cigarettes  on  the  floor  under  any  circumstances. 
Be  careful  of  carpeting  and  furniture. 

FOOD  CONSUMPTION 

FOOD  OR  BEVERAGES  MAY  NOT  BE  CARRIED  TO  OTHER  LOCATIONS  SUCH 
AS  CLASSROOMS  OR  LOUNGES.  Eating  and  drinking  is  permitted  only  in  the 
areas  where  refreshments  are  purchased  or  prepared.  Exceptions  will  be  granted  in 
those  cases  involving  organized,  scheduled  events  at  which  refreshments  are  to  be 
served  or  in  defined  areas  where  approval  has  been  granted  for  individual  prepara¬ 
tion  and/or  service.  For  the  sake  of  appearance  as  well  as  for  health  reasons,  please 
do  hot  litter  floors  or  leave  tables  in  dining  areas  covered  with  debris.  (In  the 
cafeteria,  you  are  requested  to  carry  trays  to  the  conveyor  belt  on  the  south  wall.) 
DURING  THE  HOURS  OF  11:30  A.M.  —  1:30  P.M.  PLEASE  DO  NOT  OCCUPY 
CAFETERIA  SEATS  UNLESS  EATING,  in  order  to  allow  sufficient  space  for  diners. 

CARD  PLAYING 

CARD  PLAYING  IS  TO  BE  CONFINED  TO  RECREATION  ROOMS  OR  THE  CON¬ 
COURSE  AREA  IN  THE  SFCL  BUILDING.  When  a  card  party  or  tournament  is 
scheduled  as  an  activity  under  authorized  sponsorship,  arrangements  will  be  made 
through  reservation  procedures.  Gambling  is  not  permitted  at  anytime.  (The  SFCL 
lounge  or  the  Library  are  not  authorized  card  playing  areas.) 

SPACE,  FURNITURE,  EQUIPMENT  AND  POSTING 
SPACE— ROOMS  MUST  BE  SCHEDULED  FOR  REGULAR  CLASS  MEETINGS 
AND  OTHER  ACTIVITY  UNDER  RECOGNIZED  UNIVERSITY  ORGANIZATIONAL 
SPONSORSHIP.  Please  use  the  proper  University  forms  filled  out  completely  for 
the  reservation  and  use  of  space.  „ 

FURNITURE— ITEMS  OF  FURNITURE  SHOULD  NOT  BE  MOVED  WITHOUT 
PERMISSION  AND  THEN  ONLY  UNDER  SUPERVISION  OF  THE  CUSTODIAL 
STAFF.  The  use  and  placement  of  any  space  or  equipment  is  determined  by  the 
purpose  for  which  it  was  designed.  (If  classroom  furniture  is  rearranged  for  the  con¬ 
venience  of  a  particular  class,  it  is  to  be  returned  to  its  original  set-up  by  the  instruc¬ 
tor  for  use  by  the  following  class.)  THE  REMOVAL  OF  STATE-OWNED 
FURNITURE  OR  EQUIPMENT  FROM  ANY  ROOM  OR  BUILDING  IS 
PROHI B ITED  Wl THOUT  APPROPRIATE  PRIOR  APPROVAL. 

EQUIPMENT— THE  USE  IN  PUBLIC  AREAS  OF  PRIVATELY  OWNED  RADIOS, 
MUSICAL  INSTRUMENTS,  TV  SETS,  TAPE  RECORDERS,  RECORD  PLAYERS, 
ETC.  IS  NOT  PERMITTED  because  of  the  possible  interference  with  the  privacy  of 
the  others  in  the  area.  However,  if  ear  phones  are  used  so  that  the  sound  is  confined 
to  the  user,  the  presence  of  these  items  may  be  allowed.  Radios,  hi-fi's,  TV  sets, 
musical  instruments,  etc.  belonging  to  the  University  are  to  be  used  only  as  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  AV  Department. 

POSTING— WALLS,  DOORS,  WINDOWS,  CEILINGS,  OR  OUTSIDE  AREAS  MAY 
NOT  BE  USED  FOR  POSTING  WITHOUT  PRIOR  APPROVAL  FROM  THE  AP¬ 
PROPRIATE  BUILDING  DEPUTY  OFFICE.  Use  of  outside  areas  for  any  purpose 
must  be  cleared  through  the  Director  of  Buildings  and  Grounds.  Unauthorized  post¬ 
ings  will  be  removed  at  the  direction  of  the  appropriate  office.  PICTURES, 
PLAQUES,  ETC.  SHOULD  NOT  BE  HUNG  BY  THE  INDIVIDUAL.  Requests  for  the 
placement  of  these  items  should  be  made  to  the  Physical  Plant  Department  through 
the  appropriate  Building  Deputy.

Evaluations  of  each 
other  were  very  positive  and  people 
were  saying  they  hoped  they  could  do 
it  again,  it  was  a  fantastic  weekend,  the 
best  they  ever  spent,  and  that  they  had 
made  new  lasting  friendships. 

The  groups  that  were  represented 
are:  SAB,  Nexus,  Astron,  BOE.  Phi 
Sigma  Kappa,  Phi  Kappa  Theta,  Math 
Club,  Campus  Christian  Fellowship  and 
Student  Education  Association,  BSU, 
andIFE. 

As  one  of  the  participants  I  felt  it  was 
a  very  educational  weekend.  Some 
things  that  I  hoped  could  keep  hidden 
from  my  group  were  laid  out  in  the 
open  and  I  realized  maybe  I  m  not  such 
a  good  actor  at  hiding  my  feelings.

The 
obvious  choices  would  be  The  Three 
Muskateers  and  The  Four  Muskateers 
although  Royal  Flash  is  quite  accepta¬ 
ble. 

What's  new? 

Who  -  Who  By  Numbers  Being  a  Who 
fan  since  1967  it’s  not  easy  to  critique 
an  album  by  them.  My  first  impression 
was  that  it  wasn’t  too  good.  But  it  has 
been  a  long  time  since  their  last  re¬ 
lease  and,l  had  expected  quite  a  bit. 
Just  like  Who’s  Next  though,  it  really 
grows  on  you.  Daltry’s  vocals  seem  bet¬ 
ter  than  ever  and  the  main  fault  of  the 
album  is  in  lackluster  songwriting. 
There  really  isn’t  a  song  that  could 
compare  with  "Behind  Blue  Eyes"  or 
"Won’t  Get  Fooled  Again.”  But  tunes 
like  "Slip  Kid,"  “However  Much  I 
Booze,"  and  "Success  Story"  are  bet¬ 
ter  than  what  most  bands  could  offer  on 
their  best  days. 

Ted  Nugent  -  Ted  Nugent  The  only 
person  in  the  rock  world  to  rival  Ritchie 
Blackmore  in  ego  strength.  Ted’s  head 
is  swollen  like  a  lead  dirigible.  He's  had 
better  albums  in  the  past  so  don’t  get 
fooled  by  the  back  cover-new  label 
type  that  makes  this  sound  like  he’s  the 
only  American  guitarist  to  make  good.  I 
mean,  after  all,  we  do  have  Mark 
Farner  .  .  .  Mott-Drive  On  Ahhh  yes. 
Mott  the  Hoople  minus  vocalist  Ian 
Hunter  equlas  Mott.  For  those  familiar 
with  past  MTH  endeavors,  it’s  sort  of 
like  Zepplin  without  Plant  or  the  Stones 
without  Jagger.  Strangely  enough 


though,  it’s  a  very  strong  album.  I  sus¬ 
pect  that  bassist  Overend  Watts  had  a 
much  bigger  influence  on  Mott  the 
Hoople’s  sound  than  Hunter  led  on. 
The  reason  why  I  feel  this  way  is 
because  Watt's  wrote  most  of  the 
material  and  it  retains  a  distinctive 
MTH  sound  despite  Hunter’s  absence. 
Lyrically,  they  suffer  through  his 
absence,  but  otherwise,  give  Mott  a  lot 
of  credit  for  making  it  without  their 
leader. 

Savoy  Brown  -  Wire  Fire  I  expected 
more  of  the  Boogie  Brothers  but  it’s  a 
little  more  blues  and  jazz  oriented  than 
that.  For  a  while  Savoy  Brown  toured 
as  the  Boogie  Bros,  and  they  released 
a  hard  driving  album  of  the  same  name. 
They’ve  progressed  some  since  that. 
Kim  Simmonds  guitar  is  not  as  exciting 
as  it  was  on  Boogie  Brothers  but  that’s 
progress,  n'est-ce  pas?

“Fortunately  there's  nothing 
serious,"  sighed  Duane  Lenz,  “just  a  lot 
of  bumps  and  bruises."

"I  think 
the  winner  of  that  game  will,  probably 
get  the  other  tournament  spot,  ”  he  con¬ 
cluded. 

So,  true  to  sports  legend,  it  comes 
down  to  the  final  game  of  the  season 
for  the  Pipers,  bidding  for  their  second 
tournament  appearance  in  as  many 
years.  Game  time  Saturday  is  ten¬ 
tatively  1:00  p.m.,  although  it  may  be 
moved  to  2:00  p.m.

3.  Officials  will  not  tolerate  any  un¬ 
sportsmanlike  conduct.  Technical 
fouls  will  be  called  and  if  a  player 
persists  he  will  be  ejected  from  the 
game.  If  any  official  is  threatened 
with  any  bodily  harm  it  will  not  be  a 
school  matter,  but  a  legal  matter. 

4.  Forfeits  will  not  be  tolerated.  Each 
team  will  be  allowed  only  one  forfeit 
before  being  thrown  out  pf  the
